jailed for life

AN ISLAMIC extremist has been 
jailed for life after plotting to carry 
out a terrorist attack at US Air Force 
bases in East Anglia. 

Delivery driver lunead Khan, 25, 
used his job with a pharmaceutical 
firm as cover to scout for a possible 
attack at RAF Lakenheath, Milden- 
hall or Alconbury. 

He was found guilty of preparing 
for an act of terrorism in the UK be¬ 
tween May and luly 2015 after a trial 
at Kingston Crown Court in London. 

Khan was a “committed support¬ 
er” of Islamic State (IS) and plotted 
to kill a soldier using a “Jihadi John”- 
style knife. 

He was arrested last July after de¬ 
tectives discovered he had been ex¬ 
changing online messages with an 
Islamic State (IS) fighter in Syria. 

One message described an attack

on military personnel which they 
compared with the 2013 murder of 
Fusilier Lee Rigby in Woolwich. 

Khan’s computer was also found 
to contain an al Qaeda bomb man¬ 
ual and Amazon searches for a large 
combat knife. 

Sentencing him at Kingston Crown 
Court yesterday, Mr Justice Edis said: 
“Junead Khan was not far from the 


commission of the murder to be 
committed by horrifying method 
in the street in order to create ter¬ 
ror and terrorist propaganda in this 
country.” 

Khan, from Luton, was jailed for 
life with a minimum of 12 years to 
serve. He had also been found guilty, 
jointly with his uncle Shazib Khan, 
23, of preparing to go to Syria to join 
IS. Shazib Khan was given a sentence 
of 13 years in prison. 

Mr Justice Edis said the two men, 
of Bangladeshi backgrounds, reject¬ 
ed the values and opportunities Brit¬ 
ain gave them. 

He said: “They have both received 
education in this country at public 
expense. 

“They have rejected the protection 
of the law of this country and educa¬ 
tion they have received by becoming 
committed supporters of Isis - an 
organisation which wishes to control 
the world and which will stop short 
of no barbarity in order to do so.”

Changes at the 
top for school 
praised by Ofsted 


MOULTON Primary School 
has been awarded a ‘good’ 
grade by Ofsted, just weeks 
before its headteacher is set 
to leave. 

The school was praised 
by inspectors for the quality 
- and improvement - of its 
teaching and good leader¬ 
ship. 

Inspectors said: “You have 
significantly improved the 
quality of teaching and pu¬ 
pils’ achievement since the 
last inspection. 

“For the past three years, 
outcomes attained by Year 6 
pupils have continually im¬ 
proved.” 

In the report, the inspec¬ 
tors said improvements had 
come about at a challenging 
time for the school, as it had 
expanded to educate pupils 
to the end of key stage 2. 

“Your determined leader¬ 
ship has created a school 
where academic achieve¬ 
ment, pupils’ enjoyment of 
learning and their well-being 
are equal priorities. By the 
time pupils left the school 
at the end of Year 6 in 2015,

they had made good pro¬ 
gress and their attainment 
in reading and mathematics 
was significantly above that 
of all pupils nationally.” 

Inspectors also praised the 
strength of relationships that 
had formed between staff. 

According to the report, a 
member of staff said: “There 
is not a day when I don’t want 
to come to work; I feel totally 
valued and my strengths are 
used to their full potential.” 

Headteacher Naomi 
Snowdon, who is set to leave 
the school after five years at 
the end of July said she was 
“delighted” by the report. 

Although the last inspec¬ 
tion in January 2011 had also 
produced a ‘good’ grade, she 
said the comments in the 
most recent report were bet¬ 
ter. 

“The assumption is that 
the ‘good’ today is the same 
‘good’ as five years ago, but 


it’s very different,” she said. 

She said leading the school 
through a period of expan¬ 
sion had been hard. “I have 
seen the school through a 
significant period of transi¬ 
tion and it’s substantially 
bigger than it was before, 
which obviously has its own 
challenges. 

“I have always loved the 
job and I feel very privileged 
to have been given the op¬ 
portunity to work here. I just 
want to leave while I still love 
it. 

“I also think the school is 
in a very strong position to 
move forward.” 

Deputy head teacher Deb¬ 
orah Shipp will take over 
as headteacher when Mrs 
Snowdon leaves. 

Mrs Shipp said: “I have 
mixed feelings but I’m very 
excited. I have big shoes to 
hll.” 

She said the biggest chal¬ 
lenge would be “making sure 
that in the climate of change 
that we have in education 
that we continue to focus on 
what’s best for the children”.

WAS it the greatest day in 
English sporting history? 

There’s no doubt the final 
of the 1966 Football World 
Cup, where England beat 
West Germany 4-2, was a 
truly momentous occasion. 

Now, 50 years on, a football 
fan who lives near Newmar¬ 
ket has spoken out about his 
experience of watching the 
game alongside 93,000 other 
spectators. 

John Claridge, 74, from 
Cheveley, was a mere young¬ 
ster when he headed to Lon¬ 
don’s Wembley Stadium on 
July 30 to see history unfold. 

John, who would later be¬ 
come a fully-fledged sports 
editor, was at the time a 
young member of the edito¬ 
rial staff at the Lincolnshire 
Free Press and the Spalding 
Guardian. 

He played for Holbeach 
United Football Club, and 
was on the club’s manage¬ 
ment committee. 

The club bulk-bought a 
number of tickets for the 
tournament, and John put 
his name down to watch 
the opening ceremony - be¬ 
cause he wanted to see the 
Queen - and also the final. 

“I wanted to see the final, 
hoping, but not expecting, 
England to be in it,” he said. 

As luck would have it, John 
was successful in both of his 
bids. 

On the day of the final, 
John and the Holbeach club 
manager mixed with West 
German supporters in the 
stands.

“There was no segregation 
in those days. There were 
people of all nationalities 
mingling about amiably.” 

He said the game was a 
“bit up and down”. 

“There was a lot of con¬ 
troversy but in the end it 
was 4-2. There was a fourth 
goal to convince them we 
were worthy winners. It was 
a good enough performance 
with arguably the best man¬ 
ager England have ever had 
in Alf Ramsey.” 

A keen Tottenham Hot¬ 
spurs fan, John was dis¬ 
appointed James ‘Jimmy’ 
Greaves - Spurs’ highest ever 
goal scorer - was unable to 
play. 

Jimmy had suffered a shin 
injury in a previous game 
that required 14 stitches. 

However, his replacement 
Geoff Hurst ended up scor¬ 
ing a hat-trick against West 
Germany - the only hat-trick 
ever scored in a world cup 
final. 

“It felt like a special occa¬ 
sion and we were well aware 
of the significance of it,” said 
John. 

Rather than celebrating 
in London like a lot of other 
England fans, John drove 
home and watched the high¬ 
lights in black and white on 
TV. 

John’s story is told in a 
new book: 66 ON ‘66:1 WAS 
THERE. Memories from Eng¬ 


lish Football’s Greatest Day. 

The book, written by Matt 
Eastley and released to coin¬ 
cide with the game’s 50-year 
anniversary, contains a col¬ 
lection of 66 stories of those 
who attended the game. 

Other stories include that 
of a future Home Secretary 
and Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer who claims to have 
influenced the famous ‘Rus¬ 
sian’ linesman on the con¬ 
troversial goal. 

Another is about an Irish 
student who came to Eng¬ 
land for summer work and 
ended up operating the 
scoreboard during the entire 
tournament. 

John is still a football fan 
- he supports Ipswich Town 
now - but says the game has 
changed significantly 

“The Premier League 
is awash with money,” he 
said. “I don’t think the play¬ 
ers back then made much 
money. 

“A lot of the sportsman¬ 
ship has gone out and there’s 
much more cheating at 
the top level. It was quite 
physical back then but there 
wasn’t the same diving at 
all.” 

However, he added: “It’s 
much faster and the fitness 
aspect is more evident.”

fiddly process of negotiating new 
arrangements, so diverting energy 
from the real problems of this country 
- low skills, low social mobility, low 
investment etc - that have nothing to 
do with Europe". 

He also wrote "In favour of staying, 
it is in Britain's geo-strategic interests 
to be pretty intimately engaged in 
the doings of a continent that has a 
grim 20th-century history, and whose 
agonies have caused millions of 
Britons to lose their lives". 

Two years ago he wrote "the 
European Community, now Union, 
has helped to deliver a period of 
peace and prosperity for its people 
as long as any since the days of the 
Antonine emperor" - yet the other 
day he described the same argument, 
made by the Prime Minister, as 
"wholly bogus", and implied that 
Cameron was suggesting World War 
III would break out if we exited - a 


ludicrous caricature of what the PM 
actually said.

Why I will vole

THE attempt by my old friend Alan 
Shepherd to adapt or to adopt the 
jingoistic writing style of Rudyard 
Kipling doesn't quite fit the EU 
Referendum debate.

Dangers of GM 
crops and food 

GENETIC engineering is not an 
extension of natural breeding. It is 
radically different and poses special 
risks. 

Regulatory processes are weak. 
Few long term studies have been 
carried out, but some show toxic 
effects from GM food. Many studies 
have found problems. GM crops 
and foods have been consistently 
promoted as a way to produce 
higher yields with fewer inputs, 
reduce pesticide use, make farming 
easier and more profitable, produce 
more nutritious foods and meet the 
challenges of climate change. 

The evidence suggests otherwise. 
They have not increased yields or 
sustainably reduced toxic chemical 
inputs. In reality they have presented 


farmers with the new challenges 
of controlling herbicide-resistant 
super-weeds and Bt toxin-resistant 
super-pests. GM crops are no less 
dependent on artificial fertilisers than 
any other chemically grown crop. 

They are not as safe to eat as 
conventionally bred crops. They 
provide no solution to the major 
challenges of our time: climate 
change, the energy crisis, soil 
depletion/world hunger. Some of 
our agricultural research institutions 
and universities accept GMO industry 
funding and obligingly pursue a 
narrow GM focused agenda at 
the expense of proven effective 
agroecological solutions that focus 
on improving soil quality and 
maintaining crop diversity and health. 

It is time to face up to what 
evidence tells us about GMOs and 
stop pretending that GMOs can do 
anything that non-GM agriculture and 
good farming - the emphasis being 
on good farming - can't do better at 
a fraction of the cost, and without 
the restrictions attached to patent 
ownership. 

We need our policy makers to 
throw resources and funding behind 
the safe, sustainable, regenerative and 
equitable agriculture that the world 
needs.

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Horse's head - made from 1.3 tons of plasticine 

MOST children love to play with 
plasticine - imagine how much fun 
they could have with over a ton of 
it! 

Sculptor Edward Waites, from 
Chippenham, ordered the vast mass 
of plasticine in order to create a 
monumental horse's head, which 
he will be exhibiting at the Chelsea 
Flower Show and Royal Ascot. 

"Once I find a buyer it will be 
turned into bronze," said Edward, 

27. "It's still in its raw state. The 
head is over 1.3 tons of plasticine 
on a steel armature and has taken 
five months so far to create and I'm 
still working on it." 

The sculpture stands at about 8ft 
tall and 4ft wide and is the biggest 
piece Edward has ever worked on. 

Edward has displayed work at 
The Chelsea Flower Show and 
Royal Ascot for the last three 
years- including a sculpture of 
the distinguished race horse Makfi 
which he made from a clay mould. 

"It's a huge privilege being able 
to show my work at both events. 

They are two big public occasions 
attended by the Queen and draw 
in massive crowds. I've done these 
for the last few years and they 
have been working well for me to 
connect directly with clients and 
show what I do live on site. 

"The Queen takes a route around 
the show, hopefully she will take a 
route that comes past my stand." 

Edward's work has earned him 
international recognition and 
acclaim.

‘I couldn’t feel 
my legs, my 
thighs. Nothing.’ 


Confined to a wheelchair after a freak accident, 
horsewoman Angela Dodd was helped enormously by 
the Injured Jockeys Fund. Her husband Anthony has just 
completed an epic cycle ride to thank the charity. 

They tell Emma Higginbotham their story. 



M UDDLES the Jack Russell is curled up 
on Angela Dodd's lap. Her wheelchair 
is just the right height for the little dog 
to leap up for a cuddle, and there she dozes 
as I chat to Angela and her husband, Anthony 
Fison, about the accident that changed their 
lives. 

Mind you, the sleepy pooch is probably 
exhausted after her lengthy morning walk. 
Because although Angela is paralysed from the 
waist down, it doesn't stop her from taking 
Muddles and her canine pal Scrumpy out for a 
daily dose of fresh air. 

"I have an electric all-terrain scooter," 
explains Angela. "Every morning I transfer onto 
it, and I take the dogs out for a long walk. We 
live on the edge of the countryside and I go for 
miles on the footpaths, probably about eight 
miles every morning. I love it." 

But this kind of outdoor jaunt is 
very different from the ones that 
used to fill Angela's days. A keen 
and successful horsewoman, she 


rode to a high level - and devoted her life to 
the animals that, one day, would cause her 
paralysis. 

Angela was 10 when she first sat in a saddle: 
"It was my friend's pony, and it was thrilling," 
she recalls. "I didn't have any lessons, I just 
had fun, and I got my first horse in my teens." 
Showing early promise, she started entering 
competitions - everything from eventing to 
team chasing (a hair-raising cross country race) 
and, ultimately, point to pointing. 

"A point to point race is so different to 
eventing because you're not on your own, 
you're in a crowd, crammed in. It was 
instigated through hunting, and you're racing 
over four-foot high jumps," explains Angela. 
"It's a dangerous sport, and a lot of people do 
get injured - but you don't think about it. 

"I loved the feeling of total freedom; the 
only thing I can compare it to is skiing 
down a black run. I've always been an 
adrenaline junkie," she adds with a 
smile. "I always used to like speed." 

Angela's enthusiasm was infectious, 
and both her sons became "addicted 
to horses". 

Alexander Gingell, now 43, was 
selected for the junior team for British 
Eventing, while Matthew, now 45, 
rode point to point. 

Angela would train 
Matthew's horses while 


continuing to compete 
herself, and eventually 
made a career of buying 
young horses, training 
them up and selling 
them on. But in 2008, 
everything changed. 

It was a rainy 
October morning, 
and Angela's friend 
had come to her 
Steeple Morden 
home to ride out 
with her. All of 
a sudden, her 
friend's horse 
escaped from 
its stable and 
started galloping 
towards the 


open gate - 
where Angela 
happened to 
be standing. 
"I closed 
the gate 
and put 
my hand 
up to 
stop 
him," 
she 
recalls.

"I wasn't scared; normally horses just stop. But 
he was a Welsh cob and he didn't have any 
manners. 

"He charged into me thinking he could push 
me out the way, but the gate was locked, and 
he just crashed into me and broke my spine. 

"I realised I was paralysed immediately. I 
couldn't feel my legs, my thighs. Nothing." 

Angela's friend called out to Anthony: "I 
was across the yard and she shouted 'There's 
been an accident!"' he recalls. "The first thing 
I did was to dig my nails as hard as I could into 
the back of her calves and she couldn't feel a 
thing, so I knew." 

Angela lay on the ground in agony, waiting 
for the ambulance to arrive: "It was just very, 
very painful; painful and frightening," she 
says. "I can remember you saying 'It's really 
hurting'," adds Anthony. "It was wet and 
cold, but we were reluctant to move you or 
straighten you out because we didn't know if 
we were doing the correct procedures." 

Half an hour later, she was blue-lighted 
to Addenbrooke's where, later that day, a 
consultant told them the bad news. Angela 
had a 'complete' injury: her spine would never 
repair, and there was no hope of her ever 
walking again. "It was scary to hear that, but 
you feel so ill that it doesn't register, really," she 
says. "You're just sort of in limbo." 

After two weeks Angela was transferred to 
the spinal injuries unit at Stoke Mandeville 
Hospital in Buckinghamshire. 

"I couldn't do anything," she recalls. "I 
couldn't sit up, I couldn't move, I couldn't 
balance, of course I couldn't wash my hair. I 
felt weak, and my bladder and bowels had 
no control at all. And slowly Stoke Mandeville 
teach you how to look after yourself. 

"I wanted to improve all the time, so I would 
always do my exercises. I really did try." Her 
hard work paid off: an average stay for an 
injury like hers would be six months - Angela 
was out in four. 

Meanwhile Anthony, who's in the building 
trade, got busy at home: "Angela's in Stoke 
Mandeville worrying about her life and what's 
ahead of her; she's never going to ride again, 
what's she going to do? I'm here thinking 'Do 
we need to sell up? Do we need a bungalow?' 
And then we calmed down and thought right, 
when we come across a problem, we've got to 
find a solution." 

To Angela's delight, she found that he'd 
installed ramps, a downstairs wet room, 
lowered the kitchen surfaces and created a

new corner sofa area, "so I could put my legs 
up and look outside. He'd done so much. It 
was amazing; I was a happy girl right from the 
moment I came home." 

Others weren't so upbeat: "It's always a bit 
of a problem when you see people for the first 
time because they don't know what to say; it's 
such a life-changing thing. They're nearly in 
tears and I'm happy getting on with my life! 
But once you've seen everybody for the first 
time it's all right." 

Was she upset at not being able to ride 
again? "Funnily enough I just accepted it," she 
shrugs. "You have new challenges." 

One particular challenge is mono-skiing, 
which Angela does through Disability 
Snowsport UK. "It took me a couple of years 
to try it, but now I just love the feeling of 
freedom," she says. "It's the same as riding: 
you wake up and you think 'Where 
shall we go today?' It's how I get 
my buzz these days." 

It's fair to say that much of 
Angela's positivity is thanks to 
the help she's received from 
the Newmarket-based Injured 
Jockeys Fund, who have been 
involved with her emotional 
and practical recovery from the 
very beginning. 

"Someone came to see me within 
days and offered me support," recalls 
Angela, "and as I progressed they took me on 
holidays with other people with injuries, or 
who have fallen on hard times. They do so 
much. 

"I've got a cross trainer which they bought 
for me," she adds. "My feet slot in, it puts me 


in the standing position, I pump two handles 
and my legs go back and forwards." The 
equipment helps Angela with her muscles and 
joints, her blood flow and her bodily functions, 
"and it feels wonderful," she says. "If you 
really want something and you're struggling 
financially, they will support you." 

That's why Anthony decided on an epic 
charity challenge. 

Last Wednesday, he - along with Angela's 
son Matthew Gingell and their friend (and 
ex-jockey) Charlie Ward - began a 550-mile, 
five-day, bike ride between the Injured Jockeys 
Fund's two rehabilitation centres. They started 
at Jack Berry House in Yorkshire and finished 
on Monday at Oaksey House in Berkshire, 
calling in at York, Newmarket, Newbury and 
Stratford racecourses along the way. 

They have so far raised £6,000 for the 

Injured Jockeys Fund. 

^ "I had two weeks off at Christmas and 
I was bored. I just thought 'I need to 
do something - and put something 
back'," said Anthony. "Hopefully 
most families won't have a crisis 
where your life is turned upside 
down, but if they do, nine times 
out of 10 there's a charity or an 
association there to help you get back 
on track. And it's important to give 
back. 

"For us the Injured Jockeys Fund have 
become like a family. They're always there." 

In spite of everything, it seems that the 
accident has bought Angela and Anthony 
closer together. "We're a team, and if you're 
not a team it's not going to work," said 
Anthony.

TOWN MAYOR’S VIEWPOINT 

It has been an honour to have been Mayor of 
Newmarket for the year 2015/16. Two of the happiest 
events during the year were the Carnival and the Winter 
Wonderland. Both were very successful, thanks both to 
the hard work of the staff and volunteers who organised 
them, and also to the thousands of people who came 
along and enjoyed them. Similarly positive has been the 
recent refurbishment of the railway station, a project 
undertaken by Abellio Greater Anglia in tandem with 
several local organisations. This work is of both practical 
and aesthetic value, and represents a huge improvement 
to one of the town’s major amenities. 

Another success-story of the past year has been the 
continued resurgence of Newmarket Academy under the 
guidance of Nick Froy. Mr Froy and his staff have helped 
the pupils to turn things around at this formerly under- 
performing school, whose GCSE results last summer 
were very creditable. The pupils collectively can be proud 
of their progress, which reflects very well on their school, 
their teachers and themselves. 

That bodes well for the future at a time when we are 
also celebrating history, with 2016 marking the 350 th 
anniversary of King Charles II establishing the town as 
the centre of the horseracing world. Newmarket has 


been the national and international headquarters of 
horseracing ever since then, and remains so to this day. 
Last year saw the trainers’ championship go once again 
to a Newmarket-based stable, with John Gosden topping 
the table thanks to a swag of successful horses headed 
by the locally-bred Derby winner Golden Horn, who is 
now standing at stud just up the road at Dalham Flail. 

It is great that the National Horseracing Museum will 
be re-opening in the coming months in its new site at 
Palace House, arguably the most historic stable in the 
world. It will be good to see Palace House in use again, 
and for such a great purpose. The future of another of 
the town’s oldest stables, Queensberry Lodge, though, 
remains up in the air. I dearly hope that a useful future can 
soon be found for it which does not create a precedent 
for taking the town’s old yards out of commission. In the 
meantime, I commend the stable’s proprietor Bill Gredley 
for smartening up its fagade, which had formerly been 
allowed to become an eyesore as one drove into town. 
Another big boon for that approach will be the Queen’s 
statue at the entrance to the town, which is being donated 
by various benefactors. Notwithstanding the mistakes 
and controversy which have surrounded its erection, 
it will be a thing of beauty of which we should be proud. 


Unfortunately, Newmarket has recently received two 
pieces of bad news in the shape of the announcements 
of the forthcoming closures of the Dialight and the GE 
Aviation factories. Sadly, these are matters out of our 
hands. I hope that this region will remain one of relatively 
low unemployment, but this is a salutary reminder that 
one can’t take anything for granted. 


One problem highlighted intermittently in the town is 
the quality of our roads, with pot-holes often becoming 
an issue by the end of each winter. This is a national, 
rather than merely local, issue, and my opinion is that 
Suffolk Highways do a good job for us in straitened 
circumstances. Relations between NTC and our higher 
authorities have not always been perfect, but I feel that 
currently we are all pulling together. One of the very 
few recent matters over which we have not seen eye to 
eye with the District Council has been over proposals to 
increase car-parking charges, proposals which NTC has 
opposed. 

Over and above serving alongside some conscientious 
town councillors, it has been a particular pleasure over 
the past year to work closely with the NTC staff. We are 
in an age which sees public sector expenditure subject to 
constant pressure, but I salute our staff for the important 
part which they play so diligently and so efficiently in the 
running of the town. 



COMMITTEES 

The Committees of Newmarket Town Council meet regularly, with members of the public always 
welcome to attend both the committee meetings and the end-of-month full Council meetings. 

The schedules are posted on the notice board outside the Memorial Hall and on the website 
http://www.newmarket.gov.uk/. 

The Development and Planning Committee meets the most frequently (generally on the first and third 
Mondays of every month) and residents’ feedback is always particularly welcome when local planning 
issues are being discussed. Newmarket Town Council does not adjudicate on planning applications, 
but we are always consulted by Forest Heath District Council, where the decisions are made. To enable 
us to pass on a local viewpoint to FHDC, the views of those most closely affected by any proposed 
developments are always very useful. So please feel free to attend any such meetings, as either speaker 
or observer. Alternatively, the Councillors in your ward are always available to receive any feedback 
which you might like to offer.

A MUM has fulfilled her child¬ 
hood dream of leaping out of an 
aeroplane - and raised £600 for a 
local horse sanctuary.

Look out for 
gangs targeting 
church roofs 


THIEVES may be posing as 
genuine workmen as they 
systematically strip lead 
from church roofs, police 
believe. 

Following thefts from five 
churches in as many weeks, 
Cambridgeshire Police have 
asked the public to help 
thwart what are believed to 
be gangs of organised crimi¬ 
nals exporting stolen metal. 

Metal thefts from church¬ 
es dropped after commod¬ 
ity prices collapsed in the fi¬ 
nancial crisis of 2008 and the 
years following, but is now 
on the increase again. 

Churches at West Wrat- 
ting, Conington, Swavesey, 
Comberton and Abbots Rip- 
ton have recently fallen vic¬ 
tim to attacks, prompting 
the Diocese of Ely to issue a 
warning. 

The diocese’s church 
buildings consultant, Geof¬ 
frey Hunter, said the latest

spate of thefts is probably 
the work of organised gangs. 

He said: “Stealing metal 
from churches is a par¬ 
ticularly cruel and wasteful 
crime. 

“It may not hit the head¬ 
lines in the same way that 
theft from railways or the 
utilities does, but the impact 
on the hard-pressed volun¬ 
teers who are the guardians 
of our churches can be dev¬ 
astating. 

“The sense of powerless¬ 
ness and ongoing vulner¬ 
ability can be overwhelming. 
Nearly all of the 344 church¬ 
es in the diocese are listed 
buildings, the majority of 
them at Grade I, which puts 
them in the top 2.5 per cent 
of all historic buildings in 
the country in terms of their 
cultural and architectural 


importance. 

“The damage caused can 
be irreparable and the risk 
is now deemed largely unin- 
surable, leaving remote rural 
communities with very large 
bills, which far outstrip any 
money the criminals make 
from selling on the metal.” 

Mr Hunter is advising 
parishes to consider extra 
precautions, such as alarms 
on church roofs, combined 
with warnings to would-be 
thieves that they are being 
filmed. 

Police are urging com¬ 
munities to be on the look¬ 
out for seemingly innocent 
workmen in the vicinity of 
churches. 

Anyone who sees metal 
theft in progress is urged to 
dial 999 immediately. 

The public are also asked 
to report ‘workmen’ near 
churches outside normal 
working hours on 101.

Calls for end to school fines: but 
‘every lesson counts’ says head

A NATIONAL petition calling for 
the abolition of fines for parents 
who remove children from school 
in term-time to go on holiday has 
been signed by nearly 164,000 par¬ 
ents - more than the 100,000 need¬ 
ed for a debate in parliament. 

West Suffolk is the constitu¬ 
ency across Norfolk and Suffolk 
which has the highest support for 
the campaign, with 675 signatures 
coming from the area. 

MP for West Suffolk Matthew 
Hancock said: “I understand the 
frustration that some parents ex¬ 
press, but it’s also very important 
for schools to be able to teach. 

“I appreciate at times there are 
exceptional circumstances when 
a child cannot attend school, and 
agreeing these absences with a 
headteacher is important, so that 
they can take a view in the best in¬ 
terests of the child’s education, and 
take into account any impact on the 
rest of the school.” 

Last week the High Court ruled 
in favour of a father from the Isle 
of Wight who refused to pay a £120

fine for taking his daughter out of 
school for a family holiday. 

Jon Platt had argued that his 
daughter’s attendance record was 
still good and she attended regular¬ 
ly, which was all that was stipulated 
in law. 

The government says it will now 
consider making alterations to the 
law. 

Newmarket Academy head¬ 
teacher Nick Froy said “every lesson 
counted” and they would dissuade 
parents from taking their children 
out of school in term-time. 


He said: “Newmarket Academy 
has transformed its attendance fig¬ 
ures over the last two years. Attend¬ 
ance is now above national aver¬ 
ages and continues to improve. 

“This has been achieved through 
partnership with the students and 
their parents and carers. 

“The school believes that every 
lesson does count and therefore ac¬ 
tively seeks to dissuade parents and 
carers from taking their children on 
holidays in term time. 

“However every request is con¬ 
sidered on its own merit.” 


Under the present system, in 
both academies and local authori¬ 
ty-maintained schools, the decision 
is with the headteacher whether or 
not to report unauthorised absenc¬ 
es to the local authority. 

Once the absence has been re¬ 
ported to the authority - which 
for Newmarket schools is Suffolk 
County Council - the council has 
an obligation to investigate. This 
could lead to a £60 per parent, per 
child, fine. 

Howard Lay, chief executive of 
Samuel Ward Academy Trust, which

runs Newmarket Academy, said: 
“We are a trust with strong values 
and believe that strong families are 
paramount in the development of 
children and their well being. 

“We recognise that at times it is 
necessary for children to be away 
from school in order to strengthen 
family ties especially if close rela¬ 
tions live many miles away. 

“Clearly regular, sustained or friv¬ 
olous missing of school will damage 
learning and ultimately outcomes. 
So I feel we must be pragmatic, bal¬ 
ancing the needs of school against 
the needs of families. A sensible, 
reasonable approach by all parties 
is what is required.” 

The petition was started by Not¬ 
tinghamshire father Dave Hedley 
who says that he and his wife were 
fined £120 each for taking two of 
their children out of school for a 
family holiday.

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The epic Glasswells story (so far!) 



IT’S a special year for East Anglia’s 
biggest independent furniture 
store, Glasswells, who are this 
month celebrating their 70th year 
of trading with a flourish. What bet¬ 
ter time to look back at the decade 
where it all began for this well loved 
and respected family business? 

In the 1940s Jerry Glasswell, the 
grandfather of today’s managing di¬ 
rector Paul, had seen a glimpse of 
the potential market in the world of 
furniture through experience with 
furniture auctions. So, with £2,000 
left over from the sale of a property 
in London, alongside £300 his son 
Leslie had saved while serving in 
the RAF, father and son pooled their 
resources and established the first 
Glasswells shop at 35 Brentgovel 
Street in Bury St Edmunds, what 
would become their flagship store. 

The search for premises had not 
been easy, however, and it was only 
with the surety from local solicitor 
Tom Wilson that they agreed a rent 
with the owners, of £100 a year. 

Purveying the best second-hand 
furniture, glass and china, Glass¬ 
wells opened its doors in May 1946, 
with Jerry and son Leslie partners 
from the outset, later taking on 
Jerry’s brother Frank and brother- 
in-law Tom Buckle as their first 
employees. Things weren’t easy 
to begin with so Jerry’s wife Ethel 
helped run the shop while the men 
continued their work as freelance 
porters at local auctions. It was an 
ideal combination as the sales were 


also a means of acquiring stock for 
resale. 

Business was so brisk that they 
took over the lease of the prop¬ 
erty next door the following year, 
doubling both their selling space 
and their turnover, which doubled 
again a year later. A big business 
decision was also made that year 
- 1948 - to start selling only new 
furniture, as second-hand furniture 
was in great demand and becom¬ 
ing difficult to acquire. To complete 
the company’s family orientation 
Jerry’s daughter Peggy then joined 
the business, as cashier and wages 
clerk, but also helping to run their 


own hire purchase scheme. 

It was in March 1949 that Glass¬ 
wells took a gamble and pulled off a 
masterstroke, after Leslie persuaded 
his father Jerry to stage a furniture 
exhibition. Unable to book The Old 
Town Hall in Bury, they decided to 
hire Haverhill Town Hall. Despite 
the £100 hire cost (a huge sum back 
then) it was an opportunity to pro¬ 
mote the Glasswells name further 
afield in a town with no furniture 
store at the time, and taking it for 
a few days meant they could create 
attractive furnishing displays in au¬ 
thentic room settings. 

The show duly turned out to be a 


massive success, and with the Town 
Hall crammed with visitors, tak¬ 
ings soared to £3,600 in three and a 
half days. Compared to the average 
£500 weekly take at the Bury store 
this was a staggering amount, and 
they immediately began looking for 
permanent premises in Haverhill to 
cater for the demand. 

Next month we’ll be taking a look 
at how things progressed for Glass¬ 
wells in the 1950s, with the hit ex¬ 
hibitions moving around the region 
for several week stints to capitalise 
on their popularity.

It's always tempting to tick lots of options when buying 
a car, but are they really worth it? Alisdair Suttie reports 


T THE lure of the options list is 
always strong, even when it's 
possible to more than double the 
price of the car. While some optional 
extras are a pure indulgence, and 
there's no reason you shouldn't spoil 
yourself, which are worth having and 
which should you steer clear of? 

With the multiplicity of 
personalisation options now offered 
with many cars, it's all too easy to 
let your own taste make your car a 
one-off. While that's great news when 
you drive off the forecourt and the car 
is brand new, it can have a disastrous 
impact when you try to sell. Purple 
tiger stripes and a checked cloth 
interior might be your dream combo, 
but for most they will be a huge turn¬ 
off, so best to keep it at least a little 
toned down. 

The options that will make your 
car easier to sell, and even add a 
bit of value come trade-in time, are 
those that other drivers will want. This 
means you need to be a futurologist 
and predict what the market will 
demand three or more years down 
the line. 

In some cases, this is easy as 


premium-badged models will always 
be in demand with leather upholstery, 
panoramic glass sunroofs and the 
swankiest stereo and infotainment. 
However, a word of caution about 
satellite navigation, as something that 
is cutting edge one year can quickly 
be outdated the next. 

Choosing a car where you can 
connect up your smartphone through 
the infotainment screen is a good 
idea as this is increasingly in demand 
by used car buyers. Almost all new 
cars come with Bluetooth hands-free 
phone connection nowadays, but if 
our car does not, it's definitely worth 
aving for your own convenience and 
to make it easier to sell on. 

Other labour-saving devices you 
can add to the car, and that add to 
the cost, are items such as electrically 
adjusted seats and door mirrors. 
They're handy to have, especially if 
you share the car with one or more 
drivers who need a different driving 
position, but for most they are an 


expensive luxury that adds nothing to 
the bottom line when you change to 
a new car. 

However, leather upholstery is a 
very visible and desirable extra on 
almost any car. It adds instant appeal 
and will draw in used buyers looking 
for a car that is a cut above others on 
sale in the used market. With leather 
seats, it's also worth specifying heated 
front seats as hide upholstery can be a 
bit chilly on winter mornings. 

Another attractive feature for you 
and used buyers is a sunroof. Most 
drivers appreciate the chance to let 
in some extra sunshine and fresh air 
and are willing to pay more for the 
privilege. The same is true of cruise 
control, which is a handy extra to 
have for anyone who drives longer 
distances. 

Finally, safety aids are a big boon 
when you own the car, even if you 
never have cause to use them. 
Features such as autonomous 
emergency braking can make the

difference between a near miss and 
a collision, and this will be something 
more and more new cars will have 
as standard.

Ryan Moore sent the Zoffany 
colt to the front from the stalls 
and Knife Edge, who had the 
benefit of two runs on the all- 
weather last month, proved up to 
the task. 

Markus Klug's course-and- 
distance winner Degas put up 
a strong challenge, but Knife 
Edge would not be denied and 
got a narrow verdict to take the 
honours for owners Sue Magnier, 
Michael Tabor and Derrick Smith. 

“It was quite a tight finish, but 
obviously Ryan gave him a great 
ride," said Botti. 

"Fie ended up making the 
running. 

"There wasn't much pace and 
he probably just idled a little bit 
in front and once the runner-up 
came to him, he found a little bit 
more and kept on. 

"He's entered in the St James's 
Palace (at Royal Ascot). We need 
to speak to the team and see what 
they want to do next. 

"This was one of the main 
targets. After he ran in the 
Greenham at Chelmsford, we said 
we would aim him at the German 
Guineas and we've got it done." 

■ Ed Walker is aiming to get his 
Craven Stakes winner Stormy 
Antarctic back in peak form for 
next month's St James's Palace 
Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

Well fancied for the 2000 
Guineas, he was one of a number 
of leading fancies to disappoint in 
the Classic. 

However, it transpired he 
pulled a muscle in his shoulder 
and Walker was pleased 
something came to light. 

"Stormy is building back up," 
he said. 

"He pulled a muscle in his 
shoulder and in the end it was a 
relief that was all it was because a 
few days after the race he was in 
a bit of a mess and we were quite 
worried. 

"He's got a clean bill of health 
now and we're aiming to get him 
back for the St James's Palace 
Stakes. 

"If that comes too soon, then 
we'll go for the Prix Jean Prat. 

"It's a shame to miss these nice 
races but it's a long year."
